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PREFACE 

This book is the first of a series designed for instruction 
in reading ; it has been prepared with special reference to 
the needs of pupils who are just beginning to read sentences 
from the printed page. Simplicity, careful grading, and 
intrinsic interest of subject matter are recognized by all 
teachers of primary schools as the chief requisites in a 
first book. The following features of this book will indi- 
cate the care with which these requirements have been 
met: — 

1. The sentences are simple and short, rarely extending 
beyond one line of the page. 

2. Only a few new words are introduced in each lesson ; 
these are placed at the head of the text, and may be taught 
before the lesson is read. The grading of the vocabulary is 
as nearly perfect as possible. 

3. Words once taught are frequently repeated in succeed- 
ing lessons. This repetition fixes them in the child's memory 
and makes progress rapid and easy. 

4. The subject matter has been selected with a view to 
S^wakening and sustaining the interest of young children.
